In discussing the- matter 
today* Mr. Hennessy said he under- 
stood it would take the street railway 
company at least three days in which 
to present, ils, ease, and in that event 
^he hearing would take up the greater 


part of the week.

Mr. Hennessy, "we discussed to consid- 
erable extent the method of presenting 
the case and we were all of the opin- 
ion that It, would be best to select one 
or two-of the number to present it. tho 
one or two to have general assistance 
from the body. This will save a great

By simple drainage much ot the wet 


swampy farm land which can not be 
cultivated In 113 present condition may 
be made- productive. 
There Is also 


many a piece o£ cultivated land which 
is not producing what U could be made 
to do If it were properly drained. In- 
deed, according to the department's 
specialists, 
drainage 
In 
the United 


States is only fairly begun, and Its 
immense possibilities 
are 
but 
little 


known. 


Lands that are too wet for the most 


profitable production of crops, such as 
wet level land, low spots, and the dry 
subsoils of Hat areas on the summits 
of knolls, river and creek bottoms, and 
peat bogs, should Le drained. 
Even 


uplands' may often be drained with 
profit, especially hillsides subject to 
erosion or Inclined to be "spouty." In- 
deed, drainage Is profitable wherever 
k Is necessary to the fullest uso of the 
land. 
It is not uncommon for lands 


too wet for cultivation to produce, 
when drained, 60 to 70 bushels of corn 
or oats or from one to one and a haif 
bales of cotton to the acre. On much 
of the drained land the Increase of 
yield is from 25 to 100 per c<mt, and 
by the Increased yield and decreased' 
cost of cultivation tho value of tlit i 
land is often doubled. 
! 


Drainage improves the physical con- ! 


dilion of the soil by making- It more j 
porous and friable. Thus stiff soils are ] 
made more easy to wor«r. 
The roots 


of plants are given a greater feeding 
depth by the lowering of the water 
level and hence the ability of crops to 
utilize moisture is Increased. 
Well- 


drained soils also absorb more rain- 
fall than undralned soils, thus de- 
creasing erosion and damage by floods. 


Drainage warms the soil. Heat from 


the sun acs directly upon the soil when 
excessive moisture is removed by drain- 
age. 
This is noticeable In the north, 


where the planting season Is from one 
to two weeks earlier on drained land 
than on similar land when undraincJ. 
The danger of damage by frost both 
In the spring and in the fall Is re- 
duced. Warming of tho soil also causes 
the 5eeil to germinate more readily, 
thereby giving a. bettor stand of crops 
and causei^ng the plants to grow more 
promply. 


• Drained land can be plowed earlier 
In the spring than undrained 
land. 


Crops can be cultivated sooner after a 
rain, and ,,if covered tile drains are 
used instead of open ditches machinery 
can bo used to better advantngo and 
the cost of cultivation decreased. 


Healht conditions are also improved 


»y the drainage of swarnps and stand- 
ing water. 
The breeding places for 


mosquitoes are removed, with the con- 
sequent abolishment of malaria in the 
locality. 


The most practical drainage system 


is one that is adequate, permanent. | 
usea the least possible land, and Is not': 
a hindrance to cultivation. Tile drains 
which empty into either open or closed 
outlets most nearly provide sucn a sys- 
tem. 
By the open-ditch system much 


valuable 
land 
is 
.occupied. 
the 


drainage Is seldom thorough, and the 
ditches become filled and havo to be 
cleaned out. 
Open ditches sometimes 


occupy as much as 10 tier cent and 
frequently 5 per cent 
of 
the 
area 


drained. 
Thus 'it is that tile drains, 


while more expensive to 
install, 
are 


generally the most economical in the 
end. 


In laying out a drainage system, the 


outlet Is the first consideration, On 
rolling or hilly lands channels have us- 
ually been washed out, although they 
may.need.to be straightened and clean- 
ed out.

Army of 400,000 in Three 
Years—Raps Hyphens 


NEW 
YORK, Nov. 4.—President 
Wilson 
opened 
the 
administration 


campaign for Ha national defence pro- 
gram In a comprehensive and care- 
fully prepared address delivered here 
last night at the Manhattan club ban- 
quet. He declared Bolemnly that the 
United States had no aggressive pur- 
poses but must be prepared to defend 
Itself to assume 
"full 
liberty 
and 


self-development." 
Significantly, 
he 
•aid, that "with 'ourselves 
In 
Ihis 


greater matter we associate all 
tho 


peoples of our own hemisphere," add- 
ing that "we wish not only for the 
United States, hut for them the full- 
est freedom of Independent growth of 
action." 


The president was received with en- 
thusiastic applause as h« entered the 
banquet hall and during his address. 
The hall was decorated with Ameri- 
can flags, and even the galleries wero 
filled with democrats happy over their 
victories In New York 
city. When 


the president rose to speak, every one 
jumped up and applauded again until 
he was forced to signal for quiet. 


President Wilson spoke in part as 


follows: 


"A year and a half ago our thought 


would have been almost altogether of 
great domestic questions. They are 
many and' of vital consequence. Wa 
must and shall address ourselves to 
their solution with diligence, firmness 
and 
self-possession, notwithstanding 


we find ourselves In the midst of a 
world disturbed by great disaster and 
ablaze with terrible war; 
but 
our 


thought is now 
Inevitably 
of 
new 
things about which formerly we gave 
ourselves 
little 
concern. 
We 
are 


thinking now chiefly of our relations 
with the rest of the world—not our 
commercial relations—about those wo 
have thought and planned always— 
but about our political relations, our 
duties as an Individual and independ- 
ent force In the world to ourselves, 
our neighbors and tho world itself. 
Our principles Known 


"Our principles are well known. It 
is not necessary to avow them again. 
We believe 
v In political liberty and 


founded our great government to ob- 
tain It, the liberty of 
men 
and 
of 


peoples—of men to choose their own 
lives and of peoples to choose their 
own allegiance. 


"Our ambition, also, all the world 


has knowledge of. H Is not only to 
be free and prosperous ourselves, but 


also to ho the friend and thoughtful 
partisan of those who are free or who 
desire freedom the world over. 


"If wo have had aggressive pur- 


poses and covetous 
ambitions, 
they 
were tlic fruit of 
our 
thoughtless 


youth as a nation and we have put 
them aside. We shall, 1 confidently 
believe, never again lake another foot 
of territory by conquest. We 
shrill 


never In any circumstances seek to 
make an Independent people subject 
•to our dominion; because we believe 
we passionately believe, In the rlghl 
of every people to choose their own 
allegiance and be free o£ masters alto- 
gether. Kor ourselves we wish noth- 
ing but the full liberty of self-do^ el - 
opmenl; and with ourselves 
In this 


great matter we associate ull the peo- 
ples of our own hemisphere. Wo wist 
not only for the United States but for 
them the fullest freedom of independ- 
ent growth and of action, for wo knov. 
that throughout this hemisphere tho 
same aspirations are everywhere be- 
ing worked out, under diverse condl 
tlons, but with the same impulse ant 
ultimate object.

this is very clear to us and

can Boxing association of the United 
States. 


At the time the organization of pro- 
moters was formed

secret was 
made of the fact that the move wa3 
made 
to safeguard- the 
promoters 
against the exorbitant demands of the 
boxers.- Lack of regulation, they de- 
; clarcd, had ejiahlcd the maullc swing- 
j ers lo demand huge amounts of mon- 
ies' for their services, which forced the 
I promoters to-stand losses when the 
•ate receipts failed to come up to ex- 
pectations. 
It Is only natural that the boxers 
and their managers should raise a 
howl over the way the promoting body- 
had taken the game by the horns, hut 
it remained for Jimmy Dunn of Cleve- 
land, manager of Featherweight Cham- 
pion Johnny Kllbane. 
Luke 
Ginley, 
Johnny Downs, Tony £111 and Tommy 
Gavigan—the names of no others were 
given In the 
despatch 
received—to 
ftart the retaliatory action. He did so 
by sending out a country-wide call for 
•the boxers to organize. 
This counter move 
by 
Dunn was 
made principally because the Ameri- 
can Boxing association of the United 
States is to consider sitting down on 
Champion Kilbane and Cal Delaney, 
who were principals in a boxing fiasco 
at Akron a few days ago. 
Dunn will 
not take kindly to any action that 
| may be taken against his champion 
and makes no bones about expressing 
what he really thinks about the mat- 
ter.Dunn in his call to other boxers an- 
nounced that the time has come for 
the boxers to stand together for their 
rights. Here's what he said: 
"The boxers know who is for them 
and who is not for them, and by or- 
ganizing they will be in a position to 
be for those who are 
their 
friends. 


The meeting to organize the new union 
will ba held within a. very few days."

tional liberties" of the Greek people 
are recent stapes of the new political 
crisis which, for the time being, has 
overshadowed 
the military situation 


In the Balkans. According to latest 
information from Athens the king Is 
expected to continue the Zatmis cabi- 
net and 
dissolve parliament 
rather 


than accept the other alternative of 
permitting M. Venlnelos to return to 
power. 


King Constantino Is said to be In 


thorough sympathy with the conduct 
before the chamber of Gen. Yanakit- 
sas, war. minister, 
whoso 
remarks 


brought -on the crisis and to have 
demonstrated 
appreciation 
of 
the 
minister's force by appointing him aa 
nlde de camp. 


In view of the large range of possi- 


bilities and the difficulty of predicting 
with certainty any definite unraveling 
of the present snarl, London is not 
Indulging In premature optimism over 
the defeat of 'the Zalmis cabinet. It 
is disposed to await further develop- 
ments before accepting the situation 
as In any way Indicative of Greece's 
Intention to fight with Serbia against

To demonstrate further 
what one 


per cent, means, let us see what are 
the actual Hgures. In 1914 the official 
census of Detroit was 537,650. One per 
cent, of this Is 6376.
